There were no signs of a cessation 


of the labor war which caused

strikers were wounded. This fight 
took place, according to the police, 
when the strikers interferred with 
the firemen attempting to fight a 
blaze "and cut the hose.

Profitable Pebbles. 


The flint pebble industry gives oc- 


cupation to many -women and children 
along the French coas-t lying between 
Havre and Dieppe.* The pebbles col- 
lected in mid near Havre are selected 
for their spherical shape and are used 
exclusively for pulverizing in certain 
industries, particularly in the manu- 
facture of cement and in copper mines, 
being employed in the interior of large 
cylinders. In the cement industry the 
slow turning of the pebbles produces, 
a powder which becomes an ingredient 
of the cement, while in the copper in- 
dustry the metal is freed of all impuri- 
ties by the grinding operation. The 
same kind of pebbles is used for crush- 
ing purposes In the manufacture of 
paint. Another important use of flint 
pebbles is in the manufacture of porce- 
lain, the pebbles for this purpose be- 
ing found between Fecamp and Calais. 
—Philadelphia Press. 


An Invisible Clock. 


A public clock winch can be heard, 


but not seen, is one of London's cu- 
rious possessions. 
It is iu the tower 


of St. Mary Abbot's church, Kensing- 
ton, 
and is the only public clock in 


the immediate neighborhood. It cirimes 
the quarters and the hours, but com- 
mits itself no further. It has no dial, 
no hands, no outward and visible sign 
of any kind to show that u is a clock. 
This eccentricity,' it is explained., is 
the result of two 'causes—one aesthet- 
ic, the other financial. When the tow- 
er was built in 1579 a clock was sug- 
gested as an afterthought, but the 
architect protested that it would mean 
the addition of fifteen feet to the tow- 
er and the ruin of its cherished propor- 
tions. A second'point was that the 
church, having but slender funds, 
could not afford a clock with a diaL A 
compromise was arrived at by install- 
ing the works of a chiming clock hi the 
belfry without dial or hands.—Pear- 
son's.

A straw vote taken In the State 


of Washington for The New York 
Herald Is of interest principally as 
showing the at'.itude 
of Progres- 


sives and women in the Far Western 
Commonwealths, 
where 
political 


sentiment is less hidebound than it, 
is in the East. In Seattle President 
Wilson received 629 votes to 42G 
for Hughes, and In the State, includ- 
ing the city, 729 to 702—a result so 
close that the final outcome seems 
doubtful. 


The strong 
trend to 
Wilson is 


shown in the fact that of 238 voters 
who favored Roosevelt ill 1912, 111 
this year are for the President and 
127 for Hughes. - Mr. Wilson 
was 


also the favSrite of 30 voters who 
supported Taft four years ago. Of 
73 women polled 43 were for Wil- 
son and 30 for Hughes—a really re- 
markable showing, for only 12 of 
the 4.* were for Wilson in 1912. 


Such figures, while 
not 
conclu- 


sive, indicate a remarkable drift to 
the President, not so much as the 
candidate of the Democratic party 
as the embodiment of certain high 
principles which appeal especially to 
women and a liberal-minded elector- 
ate.
